AN ACT to amend subsections (1) and (2) of section 29.61 of
the statutes, relating to bounties on certain birds and animals.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SEctioN 1. Subsections (1) and (2) of section 29.61 of the
statutes are amended to read: (29.61) (1) The governing body
of any county, town, city or village * * * shall direct that
every person who shall kill any erow shall be entitled to a reward
of not to exceed * * * {twenty-five cents, or any sharp-shinned
or Cooper’s hawk twenty-five cents, or any pocket gopher twenty-
five cents, or any streaked gopher ten cents, * * * or any
black, brown, gray or Norway rat, commonly known as the
house rat or barn rat five cents, or any rattlesnake fifty cents,
or any ground hog or woodchuck twenty-five cents.

(2) Any person claiming such reward shall exhibit the bill of
the crow or hawk or the ears of the gopher or woodchuck or
head * * * of * * * qny other animal * * * on which
e bounty is payable to an officer designated by such governing
body in its ordinanee or resolution providing for such reward and
present an affidavit to such officer stating that said bill, ears or
head * * * are of the animal killed by him and that he has
not spared the life of any such animal or bird within his power
to kill. Such officer shall then issue a certificate in the follow-
ing form:

AN ACT to repeal subsection (1) of section 64.01 and section
64.14 and to create subsection (1) of section 64.01 and section
64.14, relating to the adoption and abandonment of the city
manager plan of city government.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented tn Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SeEctioN 1. Subsection (1) of section 64.01 and section 64.14
of the statutes are repealed.

SEcTION 2. A new subsection is added to section 64.01 and a
new section is added to the statutes to read: 64.01 (1) Any
city of the second, third, or fourth class may reorganize under
the provisions of this chapter either by enactment of a charter
ordinance or by a petition and referendum election as provided
by section 66.001 of the statutes. Such petition and eleetion
shall be governed by subsections (2) and (5) of section 10.43.

64.14 Any city which shall have adopted the provisions of this
chapter may abandon the same and reorganize under the provi-
sions of chapters 62 or 63, or under a home rule charter by
proceeding in accordance with the provisions of section 64.01.
